BETTER _ MECHANICAL BALANCE 


To a casual observer it may seem 
that the striking difference be- 
tween the cars of 1928 ‘and the 
1933 models which are already ap- 
pearing is due to stendy yearly im- 
provements. This view is to some 
extent correct, but closer investiga- 
tion’ shows clearly that year by 
year, various components have had 
& much - larger share of the lime- 
light than have others. There are, 
in short, fashions in new develor-
